When he heard they 
had gone he frightened the women 

all he could, but as he really didn't 

want them, told the soldiers to put 

them on a boat and send them to 
Holland.

As soon as boats were ready the 

Pilgrims said gOOdbye to their 

nds and sailed a way, but they 

had onlv gOUC a little ,va\ when 

the Speedwell began to leak, and 

they had to go back to shoic 
They found the Speedwell was 
not safe, so everybody came on 

board the Mayflowei , and Septembei 

gth, 1620, Once more sailed away 
lot theii new home. 

'Phe Mayflower was a small sail 
boat, and it took a long, long time Io 

tin- ocean. Many oi the 

people were vet y sick; some even 

died. They had a terrible storm 
and some of the people said "Cod 
has forgl tten us: we shall die and 

ncvei reach land." 

Hut one dav the ship Came to land 

and just about the same time God sent 
a little baby to stay with the Pilgrims. 

Thej named him Peregrine White, 

and said "Cod has sent lis this box' 
Io lell us that he has not forgotten 

us." it was getting very cold now,

So they 

i hoaea irery brave man named Miles 

Slandish and made hi in captain. 

Captain Miles Standish took fif 

teen men with then gUUS and axes 
and went into the woods tOCUt down 
trees for their houses. Sometimes 
they saw SOme Indians, and once the 
Indians shot some anows al them;

.tins made, thev ran awav as fast 
as thej could. The men wot 1 

hard and on Saturday they e 
almost through.

Mayflower on Sunday and had 
(hutch, but Monday, Decembei 
i ith, 1620", the Mayflowei was tow 
ed to the shore and all the Pilgrims 
landed on a great flat tock, which 

they named Plymouth Rock, al'iet

store-house xvas SO full every one had 
all thev could eat, and everybody 

was well and happy. All the people 
said "I,et us have a big part} and 

invite everyone ami thank God for 
being so good to us.' ' 

The men xvent into the woods and 
shot some deer and wild tuikexs. 
The women baked pie and cake. 

Bveryone was invited and all came, 

even the Indians. They had such a 

Rood timeatthe Pilgrims' party they 

slaved three davs. When the paltx- 

waa over the people said: "Let us 
always have a party and thus thank 

Cod for His loving care over us 
thFOUgh the vear." This pleased all 
the people and thev said, "We Will 

call it our Thanksgiving Day."—

ATLANTA FORMS CHAPTER NO. 1 OF 
THK DIXIB ASSOCIATION OF 
THE DEAF. 

The Atlanta deaf seem determined 
to take and keep the initiative in 
everything that is started for the 
welfare of their fellow deaf, either 
local, stateor national. An instance 
of the above was the organizing last 
week of Chapter No. 1, of the re- 
cently organized Dixie Association 
of the Deaf. The idea of the At- 
lanta bunch is something new and 
quite unique. They propose to ask 
the deaf of Georgia to pay a flat $5 
per year for full membership in 
her three organizations. Of this 
sum $2.50 goes to the Dixie Associ- 
ation of the Deaf, $1.25 to the Geor- 
gia Association of the Deaf, and the 
remaining $1.25 to the Atlanta D. A. 
I). Chapter. By this plan, they hope 
to keep all three of the organizations 
alive and functioning better for the 
general welfare of ai.i. our deaf. 

To this writer this plan "appears 
to be the best yet devised, and it 

strictly adhered to will, within a 
few years, place each association 
upon a sounder financial basis ami 
enable the work of each to go for- 
waul in a much more systematic 
businesslike manner. The recently 
organized Dixie Association of 
i he Deaf is planning to start an 
official publication some time next 
jreai , a coin- of which will be sent 
free to every member. All members 
here in Ocogia will receive a copy 
of this publication, as well as much 
other literature of an educational 
nature from time to time, which 
will be sent out by the three Ceot 
gia organizations. The money 
taken in by the local D. A. D.

the diffusing of knowledge through 
lectures, leadings, circular letters, 
and all othei ways possible that will 
interest, inform and broaden their 
minds, and instill in them an under- 
standing of the benefits that will 
accrue through organized efforts.

jure the deaf as a whole, and to 
assist other States within the Dixie

The past week has furnished so 
many an entry in Ye Scribe's calen- 
dar that he has had to trespass on 
next week's supply of sheets. Pri- 
thee, then, be not vexed if next 
week's column is considerably ab- 
breviated.
